The grand Jury in Louisiana found no evidence 
on which to indict anybody for the grewsom e mur- 
dera at Mer Rouge, though there is complete evi­ 
dence that murders were committed, and dozens of 
people In the community certainly know who com ­ 
m itted them , and m illions have a definite opinion 
on the matter. 
There were indictm ents for the murders st Her­ 
rin, IU., but It has not been possible so far to find 
anyone guilty of com mitting them, and there Is lit­ 
tle prospect of convictions. 
There, too, there must 
be widespread knowledge of guilt. 
Nothing is so difficult in the administration of 
Justice in this country as to prove guilt in the 
case of a crime com mitted by a mob. 
Members of 
the mob protect each other, and from a natural yet 
perverted sense of loyalty the 
community 
Itself 
seem s to combine in a sort of tacit conspiracy to 
protect the crim inals And defeat the law. 
Yet w ith­ 
out visiting even-handed justice on offenders no| 
community can endure. 
Every mob murder ie s step backward toward j 
anarchy. 
Yet we find mob murders 
frequently 
committed in the name of the law, by civilized citi­ 
zens professing to be good Americans. 
W hat is the 
answer?

I In the United States the average will not represent 
II such an elevation but may linger for some time from 
60 to IOO per cent above the cost of living before the 
war. 
This would be a more dismal outlook if wages did 
not also show a marked determination to stay up. 
And it is not to be regarded bitterly, in regard either 
to wages or cost of living, as wholly a matter of 
greed and profiteering. 
It is mainly a result of war 
destruction, debt and disturbance. 
It is partly due 
to the fact that American standards of living are 
higher than they were. 
None the less it becomes 
evident 
that 
careful 
budgeting o f incomes is necessary and that the study 
of food and other household economies should be en- 
| couraged to prevent waste.

ELECTRICITY FOR PNEUMONIA 


Indications seem more favorable for a reappor­ 
tionm ent of the state into new Assem bly and Sen­ 
atorial districts. 
The Legislature has been dead­ 
locked on this question, because of the diverse in­ 
terests of certain sections— San Francisco standing 
to Jose representation; the country fearing to have 
all the power go into the hands of the cities, which 
now have the majority of population in California; 
and Los Angeles standing out and demanding “con­ 
stitutional” reapportionment, because that means 
large Increase in representation for her. 
If one can set aside all feeling except that of the 
best good of the state, it would seem as though the 
country districts are in the right in the matter. 
It 
is not to be wondered st that they are fearful of 
what m ight be done to rural Industries if the urban 
d istress had absolute control of the lawm aking of 
the state, for the cities have shown m ighty little 
regard for the producing areas in the past. 
It is not 
true, of course, that ail the people of the centers of 
population feel that way, but it is erne that nearly 
all the men who go to the Legislature from the 
cities have the idea very firmly fixed in their nar­ 
row minds, that the “cow counties," as they sneer­ 
ingly term them, are not entitled to any great 
consideration. 
They forgot that these sam e country 
people are the producers of the commonwealth, and 
that the very existence of the cities depends upon 
them. 
Yet laws to harass, and to make more diffi­ 
cult the pathway of the country people, are con­ 
stantly offered and urged. 
It is essential, as this paper view s It, that there 
shall remain in one house of the California le g is ­ 
lature a preponderance of votes of the country dis­ 
tricts. 
Let the other house be given apportionment 
according to the population of the state; but let 
the Senate, for instance, just as is the United States 
Senate, and just as is the case in thirty-seven other 
states of the Union, have som e less representation 
for the centers of population, so that no part of the 
people shall be overshadowed and suffer from lack 
of representation.

In Hoboken. N. J., specialists say they have been 
curing pneumonia with electricity. 
High frequency 
currents are passed through the patient's body in 
such a way as to produce bodily heat where it is 
needed and drive the blood to the affected organs. 
The first reports are astonishing. 
Patients improve 
so rapidly that they ean be discharged from the hos­ 
pital in a few days. 
These statements come from 
the specialists. 


The importance of this news will be readily ap­ 
preciated everywhere. 
Pneumonia has becom e one 
of the most dreaded diseases, in recent years, be- 
cause of its frequent association with influenza. 
The 
two diseases are distinct, but for some reason their 
germs are often found together, so that the doctors 
never can tell when a flu case may turn into a pneu­ 
monia case. 
This fact has been a serious matter 
during the past winter, for though the flu itself was 
"*ild. the Pneumonia following it sometimes 
killed 50 per cent of its victims. 


The new process is. like all other healing processes, 
merely a device for assisting the healing powers of 
nature. 
The possibilities of electricity for medical 
purposes have hardly begun to be realized. 
Who 
can say? 


The automobile dealers are beginning to sense a 
menacing danger. 
They are finding that in a free- 
for-all competition for business obtained through 
trades for second-hand m achines they are likely to 
soon find their profits tied up in used cars of un 
certain value. 
In Orange county the dealers have established a 
system of disposing of used care for cash and ac­ 
cepting none in trade. 
This, it is said, tends to 
stabilize the business and to have the users absorb 
the losses that have, heretofore b*en borne by the 
deairs. 
It has the surface appearance of a good 
plan and it may w ell be hoped auto dealers will 
have their financial condition improved by It. 
The auto business is one of the biggest in the 
country, perhaps the largest one with the single ex­ 
ception of farming, and disaster to it would prove 
serious thing for the country. 
Almost at the be­ 
ginning of the automobile the bankers of the coun­ 
try began discussing the dangers of it to the eco­ 
nom ic life. 
The fact that they were as much alarm­ 
ed a dozen years ago as they now are indicates that 
their alarm may not have reference to a real dan­ 
ger. 
May we not hope so? 


ELEVENTH ARTICLE. 
(This is the eleventh of 14 articles on the Clty-Man- 
ager plan, by II. S. Gilbertson, of the National Municipal 
le a g u e .) 
It has been suggested earlier in this series that the arrival of 
a city manager at the city hail usually has marked the coming 
of a new spirit of usefulness, an inclination to think and plan 
far beyond the mere minimum of service which the people have 
the right to expect of their government. 
The city-managered com m unities have been leaders in estab 
lishing the agencies of more direct and personal enrichm ent of 
life, particularly for the less fortunate citizens, which are gen­ 
erally known as “public w elfare.” 
Dayton dignified this kind of activity by establishing at the 
start a department of public welfare and put at Its head a very 
com petent clergyman who had distinguished him self in a practical 
way in this line of endeavor. 
When the first year of his adm inistration w as tip and inven­ 
tory was taken, it was discovered that the general death rate and 
infant m ortality was m aterially lower. 
How had it been done? 
By the devices that a man trained for 
his job knows how to institute; free nursing, m edical inspection 
and clinics, extended food inspection, the passage of a pasteuriza­ 
tion ordinance and kindred m easures. 
Prison contract labor w as abolished and the parole system 
established; public charities were increased. 
The free legal ald 
bureau, handled over a thousand cases in the first year. 
Elven loan shark com panies w ere put out of action. 
A free 
em ploym ent bureau for women w as operated. 
Crime prevention 
was organzled and policewom en em ployed. 
The red light dis­ 
trict was abolished. 
Five thousand vacant lots were turned Into gardens, the plow 
ing being done by the city. 
A country club w ith a vast t.nd lovely 
acreage has been acquired for the workers of the city. 
Norfolk has opened I i new playgrounds. 
It, too, has radically 
reduced infant mortality, established a juvenile court, employed 
visiting nurse* and operated m edical and dental clinics. 
Grand Rapids assum ed the care of all destitute fam ilies and 
extended the work of the school dentists and m edical inspectors. 
Sault Ste Marie Inaugurated m unicipal entertainm ents, con 
certs and lectures. 
W ichita and Dayton likew ise. 
Other citle* have developed street dances and ctty-wide tour­ 
nam ents In every Bport from baseball to m arbles. 
Are such activities the exclusive product of a city m anager’s 
brain? 
How about New York, Philadelphia, Chicago? 
Yes, it is 
true that these cities also have gone In for welfare. 
But search for the origin of those activities and in nearly 
every instance, it w ill be found that advances in these directions 
have usually com e from som e force outside the city government, 
in th e form of a citizens’ association or else have been set in 
motion during one or another “reform ’' adm inistration as, for ex­ 
ample, M itch ell in New York or Blankenburg’s in Philadelphia. 
W hen the reaction com es and the spoilsm an again takes hold. 
dome of the good work of the reform ers holds; som e of it is pros­ 
tituted to the spoils system and som e of it is abolished in the in 
Ie rest of ‘‘economy.’' 
Under the city-manager plan th ese hum ane services in a very 
great m easure originate from city hall. 
T he plan, moreover, has 
riven a very substantial prom ise that “reform ,” in the beat sense 
of that much discredited word, is the perm anent and normal 
condition.

Of this amount, the U nit­ 
ed States, the largest user of tin 
in the world, consum ing in 1921 
more than a third of all the tin 
produced in

put of primary tin In that year, or 
about one one-hundredth of I per 
cent of the new tin needed in this 
country.

U nited 
States 
is, 
therefore, absolutely dependent up­ 
on foreign sources of supply for a 
m etal that is essential in tim es of 
peace and indispensable it tim es of 
war.
